Greetings  to  All  ~ 

I  will  do  my  best  to  fill  this  page 
now  and  in  the  future  with  worth¬ 
while  comments,  news  and  any 
any  other  thing  of  interest  to  the 
membership. 


One  bit  of  excitement  is  the  upcoming  Baltimore  convention.  There 
appeals  to  be  about  the  same  enthusiasm  as  was  generated  for  our 
Indianapolis  meeting  last  year  At  least  two  new  members  have  told 
me  they  were  going  to  attend  This  is  exciting  to  see  such  interest  and 
enthusiasm  from  new  members. 

1  do  not  know  too  much  about  the  city  of  Baltimore  although  1  have 
been  there  several  times.  In  the  early  1990’s  my  son  was  there  at 
Peabody  Conservatory  of  Music  to  get  bis  Doctorate  in  music.  1  just 
remember  going  to  the  Harbor  for  really  great  food! 

At  last  years’  Officers  and  Trustee  meeting  we  discussed  the  need  for 
some  soil  of  price  guidelines  for  silver  art  bars,  and  who  is  more 
astute  than  our  IASAC  members  to  fonnulate  a  guide.  They 
authorized  me  to  publish  a  PRICE  GUIDE  BOOK  using  our  logo  and 
member  participation  to  create  such  a  guide.  We  will  be  using  the 
RARITY  SCALE  created  by  Duane  Spellman  almost  30  years  ago 
because  of  the  fluctuating  silver  market.  Except  for  individually 
priced  bars,  one  can  determine  the  approximate  price  by  looking  at 
tire  scale  and  spot  price. 

1  am  excited  about  this  project.  We  are  getting  input  from  IASAC 
dealers  and  advanced  collectors.  Seven  have  received  current  guide 
books  and  are  marking  every  item  of  what  they  believe  is  a  fair  price. 
They  are  returning  these  books  to  me  and  each  item  will  be  averaged 
from  those  submitted  prices.  Again,  these  prices  will  be  for  a  GUIDE 
ONLY,  just  like  the  six  Guide  Books. 

If  you  have  any  special  bar  that  demands  a  good  premium,  please 
document  it  and  it  will  be  included.  The  book  will  be  text  only,  no  art 
work.  One  of  our  participating  collectors  is  monitoring  EBAY  for 
realized  prices  on  some  selected  bars  so  we  should  have  a  pretty 
accurate  assessment  of  what  the  bars  are  worth.
